Annual  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year  19^1 


Mr.  Chairnan  and  Co\ancillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annua,!  Report  for  the  year 

1961. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’ s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population  v/as 
7,420  which  was  an  increase  of  70  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Live  Births  and  Birthrate 

The  nmber  of  live  births  was  123  which  was  an  increase  of  10  over 
that  of  the  previous  yea.r  and  the  crude  birth-rate  was  accordingly  16.58; 
after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General’ s  Comparability  Factor  which 
allows  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  rate  becomes  17*91,  being  slightly 
higher  than  tha.t  of  17*1  for  England  and  Vfales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1 ,000 
total  (live  and  still) births  Avas  8,06  and  Viras  considerably  lower  than 
tha.t  of  18.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

Four  infant  deaths  were  registered  due  to:- 

1.  Congenital  deformity  of  the  upper  respiratory 
passages.  (8  hours) 

2.  Broncho-pneumonia 
Ihrenaturity 

Haemolytic  Disease  of  the  New'bom  (3  da,ys) 

3.  Cerebral  asphjocia 
Prolonged  labour 
Difficult  forceps 

Occipits  posterior  presentation  (2  days) 

4*  Broncho-pneumonia  (5  months) 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  32.52  compared  with 
that  of  21.4  for  England  and  Y/ales. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths 
and  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  a,ge)  comprises  prematurity, 
asphyxia  and  atalectasis,  birth  injuries  and  congenital  malforma,tions 
and  the  most  important  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
and  Abortipn  and  is  a  reflection  of  the  high  standard  of  modem  obstetric 
practice. 

Total  Deaths  a,nd  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  100  (56  M,  44  F*), 
and  the  corresponding  crude  death  ra,te  v;as  13*48,  which  after  a,djustment 


by  the  Registrar  G-eneral' s  Gompsjrability,  as  for  births,  becomes  12.0, 
the  some  as  that  for  England  omd  Wales. 

The  majority  of  deaths  were  amongst  the  aged  from  natural  causes, 
namely  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System;  of  those  there  were  68, 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  iirtery  of  the.  Heart  was  the  cause  of  19 
or  approximately  28^b  of  those  deaths.  The  percentages  of  deaths  v/ere  in 
the  following  age  groups:  between  51  amd  60  years  approx,  ^o,  between 
6l  and  70  years  approx.  32^>  between  71  and  80  years  approx,  betv/een 

81  and  90  years  approx,  16^0.  and  over  90  years  approx.  6^b.  The  highest 
percentage  of  deaths  was  betvreen  71  and  80  years  and  it  would  seen  thtxt 
the  processes  of  old  age  are  a  more  important  causative  factor  than 
alleged  smoking. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  v/as  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths,  of  v^rhich  there  were  12, 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  8(6  M.  2  P.)  or  66%  of  those 
deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  was  in  the  following  age  groups:  1  between 
51  and  60  years,  2  betT/een  6l  and  70  years  and  5  between  71  amd  80  years. 
As  with  Coronary  Thrombosis,  the  majority  of  the  deaths  were  between  71 
and  80  years.  The  diagnosis  of  Cancer  of  the  Lung  is  complicated  and 
treatment  is  more  difficult  than  the„t  of  Cancers  of  other  sites  which  ane 
more  accessible  to  radiological  and  surgical  therapy,  and  consequently 
the  norta,lity  rate  is  much  higher. 

The  other  causes  of  dea,th  were  miscellaneous,  and  there  v/as  no  death 
due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases, 

The  Infectious  Diseases 

Very  few  notifio.ble  Infectious  Disea,ses  occurred  in  the  District 
throughout  the  year.  A  new  era  ho,s  been  reached  in  their  control, 
prevention  and  treatment;  for  example,  it  ¥;ould  seem  that  immunisation 
has  completely  era.diCcated  Diphtheria,  and  that  vaccination  has  prevented 
outbreaks  of  Poliomyelitis  and  of  ''vVhooping  Cough.  Also  all  the  serious 
endemic  bacterial  diseases  can  be  effectively  treated  by  the  Sulpha  drugs 
and  the  Antibiotics. 


Measles 


There  was  a  minor  outbreak  of  this  infection,  A1  cases  having  been 
notified.  Outbreaks  occur  VYhen  a  sufficient  number  of  susceptible  children 
has  aggregated,  usually  every  second  year,  as  the  virus  is  alxYays  present 
amongst  children.  Its  formerly  serious  complications,  namely  Broncho¬ 
pneumonia,  Acute  Suppurative  Otitis  Media,  and  Acute  Encephalitis  are  now 
comparatively  infrequent,  but  either  may  occasionally  occur  during  epidemics 


Only  seven  cases  were  notified.  During  the  last  few  years, 
increasing  numbers  of  children  have  been  vaccinated  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  by  their  family  Practitioners  and  it  v/ould  appear  that  the 
number  of  notified  cases  is  in  inverse  proportion  to  the  niombers  vaccinated. 
It  is  probable  that  vaccination  will  prevent  the  occurrence  of  outbreaks 
and  if  so,  another  notable  milestone  will  have  been  passed  by  medical 
science  in  respect  of  a  disease  xvhich  has  censed  innumerable  deaths  and 
lung  sequelae  amongst  children. 


Scarlet  Fever 

Three  sporadic  cases  were  notified.  In  its  present  phase,  this 
infection  is  mild  and  the  majority  of  cases  are  treated  at  home,  unless 
there  is  some  social  reason,  such  as  an  overcrowded  household  which 
would  make  this  undesirable.  Its  formerly  serious  complications,  namely 


Cardi'tis,  Acu'be  Suppura'ti.ve  O'ti'fcis  Medic',  ojid  Aouie  Nephritis  are  now 
conparativcly  unconnon,  but  the  latter  is  the  most  likely  to  occur  in 
an  outbreak. 

Acute  PrjjmejTV  Pneumonia 

One  case  of  this  illness  was  notified.  Five  deaths  from  priiacxy 
and  secondary  Pneumonias  were  registered,  the  latter  not  being  notifiable. 


Tuberculosis 

It  is  noteworthy  to  record  that  no  new  cases  of  either  Respiratory 
or  non-Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis  were  notified* which  denotes  that  there  are 
no  reservoirs  of  infection  wiuhin  the  District  and  v/ith  reference  to 
non— Respiratory  Tuberculosis  tha,t  the  milk  and  nea,t  supplies  have  been 
free  from  the  Bovine  bacillus. 


B.C.G-.  vaccination  which  is  offered  to  School  Leavers,  is  a  valuable 
contributory  factor  in  prevention  amongst  the  adoloecent  age-group  which 
prior  to  circa  1950,  contained  the  highest  number  of  notifications. 

Only  one  death  was ' registered  i.e.  from  non -Re spir at ory  Tuberculosis, 
and  is  significant  of  the  efficacy  of  modern  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
you  for  your  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  also  the  staff 
for  their  co-operation  and  efficient  service.
